Co.,  Moundsville,  Wi  Va.,  has  many  valtia- 
imastire  ble  thoughts  contained  in  it,  and  1 am 
pleased  to  read  it.  Yet  itcontains,  1 think, 
some  very  strange!  contradictions.  The 
book  takes  up  first,  the  doctrine  of  justifi- 
cation, gives  Webster’s  definition  of  the 
term,  and  then  quotes  some  good  Scrip- 
ture on  same.  Scripture  so  plain  and  un- 
mistakable that  I sujipose  that  no  Chris- 
tian has  ever  doubtejl.  He  says  of  Justifi- 
cation: "In  it  is  comprehended  those  things 
— Conversion,  Regeneration,  Adoption." 
“It  is  that  work  of  grace  which  quickens 
the  sinner  into  spiritual  life,  remits  all  his 
actual  sins,  transgressions,  brings  him  into 
divine  favor,  and  jjives  him  jieace  with 
God,"  Rom. -5:1.  He  further  says:  “All 
condemnation  is  removed,  and  the  soul  is 
elevated  from  the  low  sensual  plane  of  sin, 
to  a plane  of  purity,  where  it  is  surrounded 
by  a heavenly  atmosphere."  Such  a one  has 
become  a "new  creatire."  He  says  further 
that  all  their  “former!  habits  and  practices 
cease.”  He  says  that  Justification  saves 
from  the  “love  of  ({he  world,"  such  as 
worldly  dress,  worldllv  applause  ...  and 
worldly  amusements.?’
